The pledge through 
tho organ amounts to very little. The 
governiuent are not bound by it in any 
way. It is notorious that tlio govern- 
ment do not rely upon their mouthpieco 
at all and repudiate its saying.s nt every 
opportunity. Should it happen to 
answer their purpose to ask for tenders 
from loca! inaiuifnetiirers thegovornment 
will do so, and if not tlioy will declare 
that tho organ ia irresponsablc for its 
statements and not to be relied upon. 
The caisson is a lieavy piece of work — 
a very heavy i)ieceof work. 1 1 will co.stat 
least §60,000. If this money in .spent 
in England the meclianics of the pro- 
vince, and through theiu tho trades- 
people^ will derive little or no benefit. 
Now, nothing can bo plainer than that 
if a patent cai.sson be required the local 
bidders would have finst to purchase 
the patent. Thi.s would place them at 
a diaadvantago with those who own tho 
patent and would, in fact, place the 
local men entirely out of tho field. The 
contract would, therefore, bo awarded 
to the holders of the patent. Thero are 
many caissons that are not covered by 
patents which would be as efTective as 
any that are protected by eonditions 
and surrounded by royalties. There is 
reason to fear that the government — 
or at least a majority of the govern- 
ment — are intriguing to throw tho 
work into English hands. They ought 
not to bo allowed to attain their object. 
Tho people must prevent anv uiore of 
the drydock money findiiig its \va>- to 
England to pay for articles that can l)o 
made here. The money must be .spent 
in the province. In the construction 
of tho cais.son time will be an import- 
ant factor, and in holding back tho 
call for tenders the goverinnent 
are working in the interest of 
Engli.sh makers. Happo.se the eon- 
tract to 1)0 awar(le(i to a local niaiui 
facturer it would reqnire si.\ monilis to 
.import the iron from England and an 
•other six months to build the cassiori. 
It will thus bo .seen that if the govorn- 
ment were in earnest in their j)rofos.sed 
vc^iah to throw the job into local hands 
they would now bo found inviting tend- 
ers for construction. Should tliev dc 
lay much longer it would be a wa.'ste of 
time and money to mnke local hi. Is for 
any kind of a caisson.

Ualiih informs us) only for tlieir 
I hides, which are of little value. One may 
; travel for miles in tho interior of the 
' Island and not see the sign of a deer 
' where they once were luiuiorous. Those 
beautiful rangers of the forest are fast 
dojiarting and what will follow '. Wolves 
and panthers if not destroyed must have 
food. Hunger will .nako them bold and 
it is only a ((uestion of time when Van 
couvor Island will add its quota to tho 
thrilling talcs of huiiian beings devoured 
by wolves ;uk1 p.mthera. The goveinnient 
should restore and even increase the 
bounty for tho destruction of those pir- 
ates of tho woods, and also stop the 
wholesale destruction of deer. Hunting 
with trained hounds should not be al- 
lowed, except in a few limited districts. 
Killing deer merely for the skiifs should 
be made a serious offence anil punished 
severely. By taking such measures the 
deer would be preserved and, what is of 
still more conseijuenci', human lives 
would not be imperilled. It is to be 
hoped the guvoriniient will not let an- 
other season pass without attending to 
this matter as there is no time to be lost.

A stream wa.s forced on tho Are for a few 
minutes, but it was no use. The fire 
sprang from the main to tho saloon deck 
like a flash of gunpowder. Ho never saw 
fire nm so fast in his life. There was no 
ojiportimity to do anything. Tho hose 
was soon burnt and rendered useless, and 
the llamos Iniving enveloped the 
steamer threatened tho town. The 
captain then ordered the hawser to be 
cut and tho -steamer swung ofl" into th 



stem to stern was observed coining down 
1 the stream stern foremost as 
j straight as if she was under the guidance 
of her captain and owner. Hon. Mr. 
I Trutchi was iu the Slope's pilot house

Orders were given to heave lum- 
ber and anything and everything that 
would float into tho river if living beings 
wero seen either in the water or on board 
tlie illfated steamer. Many of the passen- 
gers urged Capt. Moore to run down the 
river out of the way of the pyramid of 
(lame that was aiiproacliing them. Seeing 
that apparently no ime was on board, the 
Slope kept far enough away to be out of 
serious danger, yet even then the 
heat of tho burning vessel was intense. 
Before the Slope got well past the 
steamer she liad stranded on the bar, 
where she now lies a more hulk of the su- 
perb and graceful ves.iel that so recently 
loft this port. The scene was one to lie 
remombored for a lifetime by all who wit 
ne.ssffd it. 

ADDITIONAL. 

The amount of treasure on board the 
steamer wa.s j<ir),000 in Bank of British Cul- 
umbia bills and gold and silver coin. 
The freight list comprises all lh;it 
the steamer Enteri>rise, hence on Tuesday 
morning, liinded at New Westminster the

Charles Ball, of this city, who was 
a passenger ou board the E. J. Irving, 
says that ho was standing under tho pilot- 
hoUBO on tho saloon deck of the Irving 
lUst as her lines wero being mado fast at 
Hope, when he heard a cry of firo from 
thoniain dock. Leaning overtherailhesaw 
smoke ascending and ran into his state- 
room to get his overcoat. By the time he 
onmo out again, which was not more than 
a iniiinte from the time the alarm was Tirst 
given, tho lower deck was all on fire and the 
tlamoH were curling over the upper dock. 
Ho ran down tho stairs to the main deck 
and jumped off tho side of tho boat at tho 
foot of the saloon st-iirs. The alarm w.ia 
then general and moat of tho passengers 
had leaped from the boat to tho shore 
ahead of Mr. Ball. The heat was intense 
and he ran up the bank bi escape it. He

John Stevens deposed that tlio China 
man had been employed by him at .S'-'ti ii 
month wages. Evidence was then chielly 
corroborative of th.it of last witness 
throughout. When the Chinauiau came 
after him with the piece of flooring wit- 
ness struck him on the w rist and he then 
dropped the stick and ran towards the 
house, using very bad language where 
there were several ladies and children. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davie.— -Did not 
call tho Chinaman names. 

Mr. Walls contended that tho blow giv- 
en by his client was given entirely in self- 
defence, as the billet picked up by 
tho Chinaman .WiW a heavy one and 
would have struck a serious blow. The 
case was a paltry one tdtogethcr and Miight 
not to havo boon brought up at all.
